From Ducks and Water Fowl 


Farm crops in Alberta will have 
greater protection from ducks and 
other migratory water fowl this 
year as the result of new regula- 
tions announced by the Department 
of Lands and Forests. 

Three types of permits are now 
available for scaring or Killing 
ducks in areas where they are 
causing extensive damage to crops 
previous to the opening of the 
hunting season. These include an 
individual permit for killing migra- 
tory birds; a general area permit 
for scaring birds, and a general 
area permit for killing birds 

Heavy rains during the last two 
years have accounted for a sub- 
stantial increase in the number of 
ducks in Alberta. with the result 
that the old regulations were in- 
adequate to meet the situation.) 
The new crop protection regula-| 
tions were prepared after careful | 
study by the federal government 
and the prairie provinces. 

One of the main differences in! 
the regulations is that the respon- | 
sibility for the issuing of permits 
to farmers has been transferred 
from the federal to the provincial 
government. Permission to shoot 
or scare unwanted water fowl 
now can be obtained without wait- 
ing for approval from Ottawa. An- 
other revision eliminates the re- 
striction of seven helpers to one 
killing permit. 

The individual permit is issued 
by a game officer or the R.CMP., 
to any person owning. leasing or 
residing on a farm less than 1,280 
acres in size. This permit allows

ployees to kill ducks and geese 
damaging his crops. 

The general area permits are 
issued by the Fish and Game com- 
missioner where individual per- 
mits cannot successfully cope with 
the number of migratory birds 
damaging crops. The areas cover- 
ed by the permits are specified by 
the Alberta government and in- 
clude those where crop damage is 
particularly heavy. 

The scaring permit allows any 
resident of Alberta to use firearms 
tor scaring birds within a specified 
area. If this method is not success- 
ful a killing permit may be issued 
allowing any resident of Alberta to 
shoot migratory birds within the 
area 

In order that farmers may be 
protected against over-zealous hun- 
ters, the Game Act prohibits the 
shooting on any posted land with- 
out the consent of the owner. In 
addition, the Criminal Code of Can- 
ada allows the owner to remove 
any persons who may be trespass- 
ing on his land. 

In announcing the new regula- 
tions, the Department of Lands and 
Forests stated that blinds, decoys, 
duck or goose calls cannot be used, 
and the shooting within 50 yards of 
any water area is prohibited Also 
the actual shooting of migratory 
birds is limited to fields where ag- 
ricultural crops, either standing or 
cut. are found. This does not in- 
clude stubble, summerfallow. or 
pasture land.

the aid of stricken communities, to 
lend a hand. 


KEEP INFORMED | 

Gen. F. F. Worthington, federal 
Civil Defence Co-ordinator. has 
this to say, too. “Most of all, in 
this changing world. with its day- 
to-day developments of major im- 
port, the citizen-in-the-street can 
help simply by keeping informed. 
Knowing what to do may mean the 
difference between life and death, ' 
if disaster strikes.” 

“Nothing breeds fear and impot- 
ence like ignorance and false infor- 
mation. The informed person is a 
tower of strength to all about him 
He is the buffer against idle rumor 
which, in turn. can lead to un- 
reasoned, uninformed despair and 
even panic.”

Two angles of the tax problem 
are rarely explored by politicians 
who glibly promise to knock half a 
billion dollars off collections in a 
year and others who argue that 
such cuts are impossible 

One angle concerns who benefits 
by a tax reduction. The other con- 
cerns the longer-term effects of tax 
cuts not matched by equal cuts in 
spending, 

It must be obvious that if taxes 
are cut the people who benefit are 
those who pay taxes and especially 
those who pay the most. It is Just 
not possible to cut taxes on people 
who do not pay taxes. 

Mr. Donald Fleming of Toronto, 
estimates the Conservative plan to 
reduce taxes by half a billion dol- 
lars would amount to $170 for 
every family. It might if one av- 
erages up the big cuts which would 
come to wealthy families with the 
small cuts which would come to 
average families and the very small 
cuts at all which would come to 
below average families. 

It would possibly mean that every 
family would have $170 more to 
spend on a radio or TV set, a new 
coat for mother or a trip to the 
nearest summer resort 

Taxes are paid in a lot of ways 
but it is the big income people and 
the big corporations which pay 
most. Mr. Coldwell, C.C.F. leader, 
would make these people pay more. 
Mr Fleming and Mr. Drew would 
make them pay less. 

According to the census the great 
bulk of the heads of families on 
wages and salaries are in the in- 


come group between $2,000 and 
$3,000. The average is about 
$2,400. On those incomes heads of 


families pay little income tax and 
none at all where there are three 
or more children. What they pay 
on sales and excise taxes depends 
on what they buy but they do not 
buy as much as those with bigger 
incomes. So tax cuts which aver- 
age out at $170 per family are 
bound to be a lot bigger than $170 
for a few people, a lot smaller for 
the great majority 

All families, but especially the 
medium and small income families, 
are bound to be affected by the 
consequences of tax reductions 
All have a stake in Canada. All

Another billion goes out in pay- 
ments to Canadian citizens, old 
age pensions,- family allowances, 
veterans’ pensions.

Interest on the public debt comes 
to $468 million a year. No one sug- 
gests the government should let 
the bondholders down by welching 
on its agreements.

Any cuts in those 
would force the provincial govern- 
ments to raise their own taxes.

That $700 millin goes to pay ST OE 
the civil service, to pay members of | 


parliament, to pay all the official 
wages, salaries and expenses of 
government other than in the de- 
fence department. A cut of $500 
million off this $700 million would 
mean government would have to 
close up or a lot of average family 
men would have to work for noth- 
ing. 

There are other ways of obsorbing 
a@ tax cut besides a reduction in ex- 
penses. The government can go in- 
to debt, as it did during World War 
If during which the debt rose from 
$3 billion to a peak of $13.5 billion. 

But the more debt the more in- 
terest to pay. Since the end of the 
war the government has reduced 
the debt by about $2.5 billion, thus 
cutting annual interest charges by 
$75 million, 

Within the term of the next par- 
liament the first of the big long- 
term war loans extensively held by 
the average Canadian become due. 
In 1954 the government has to find 
more than a billion dollars to pay | 
off bondholders, about the same in 
1956 and about the same in 1957, 
more than three billion dollars al- 
together. 

The average Canadian must be 
interested in whether that money 
is found out of current revenues or 
by new borrowing. Interest rates 
are going up. If new bonds are sold 
the debt charges will go up. If by 
borrowing to pay off the debt and 
borrowing more because taxes are 
cut below operating expenses the 
government adds to its overall in- 
terest charges, the average Cana- 
dian may find himself paying less 
taxes for one year but a lot more 
in later years. 

A glance at what is happening 
in the United States shows what | 
sensible governments usually do | 
notwithstanding the enthusiastic | 
promises of some of their support- 
ers.

The total capacity 
is 100 million bushels. These figures 
will give farm people an idea of the 
congestion in those elevators.

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CROP REPORT 

Though crops in Alberta are from 
one to three weeks later than nor- 
mal and hail damage has been 
exceptionally heavy this year, the 
crop picture is generally bright. 
Over three-quarters of the wheat 
crop has now headed as compared 
with about half last week. 

Over most of the province mois- 
ture is in good supply and the main 
need of crops is warm weather to 
promote rapid growth and quick 
maturity. The Alberta Wheat Pool 
places the numerical condition of 
the wheat crop at 90 and the coarse 
erains at 93. Last year at the same 
time the condition of these grains 
was 96. A decline of three points 
took place in the case of wheat in 
the last week and was mainly due 
to the dry weather in the south 
and the extensive hall damage in 
the central and _ south - central 
regions 


With a fair crop in sight there 
will be little space for deliveries 
when harvest starts. The only 
solution is to provide for farm stor- 
age. This should be done immedi- 
ately rather than wait until har- 
vesting begins. 


Burning Up Jobs

F.U.A. Protests 
Gasoline Increases 


The Farmers’ Union of Alberta is 
much concerned over the recent | 
increase of 1':¢ in gasoline prices 
put into effect by the oil com- 
panies recently. 

This increase will add materially 
to the cost of farm operations at a | 
time when the price of farm pro- 
ducts is sharply lower and the! 
trend is definitely downward. 

The farmers are not convinced | 
that there is any need for higher 
gasoline prices in an area such as 
Alberta where we are producing our 
own supplies of crude oil. The 
argument that prices must advance 
here because of a price increase of 
crude in the U.S.A. or at Sarnia, 
sounds like nonsense to the 
Farmers’ Union 

Communications have been sent 
to Imperial Oil protesting the in- | 
crease and asking for a full ex- 
planation. At the time of the in- | 
crease the oil companies apparently , 
considered that the public was not 
entitled to any explanation. | 

The provincial cabinet have also} 
been contacted, calling their Saeed | 
tion to the seriousness of the situa- 
tion. Since the provincial govern- 
ment has the power to fix prices 
and also full control over our na- 
tural resources, it is contended that 
they shoull take some action to 
safeguard Alberta gasoline consum- 
ers. An immediate investigation | 
has been asked for, followed by ac- 
tion. 

According to Henry Young, presi- 
dent of the F.U.A., when Alberta's 
resources were developed to the 
point of making us self supporting, 
we were assured that we would 
benefit by lower prices for gasoline. 
Instead of that we have had a series 
of price increases of which last 
week's is only the latest. Appar- 
enttly the oil interests think they 
can get away with murder in this 
province. It is time to call a halt.” 


WARNING TO UNITED STATES 

The Canadian government has 
warned the United States adminis- 
tration that friendly relations be- 
tween the two countries might be 
impaired if tariff restrictions are 
raised against Canadian farm and 
mine products. Canada is the 
United States’ best customer. Last 
year’s purchases therefrom totalled 
$2.7 billion.
